Santa Rosa, Cal., April 12.— Lather 
Burbank, withered oy age, died hcre 
early Sunday amid the fruits and flow­ 
ers that he created for the benefit of 
mankind. He passed on without a be­ 
lief in a hereafter. 
Only a few weeks before the end he 
had declared that he could not believe 
in a life after death. 
And, as he stood 
at the brink, he did not falter in his 
conviction. The controversy started by 
his pronouncement on religion and re­ 
incarnation is believed to have contrib­ 
uted to his last illness. 
Storm of Protest Arose 
A storm of protest came from re­ 
ligious leaders after Mr. Burbank gave 
out his statem ent declaring him self to 
be an infidel. 
His home here was 
swamped with letters, and telegram s 
condemning his #tand. 
The strain he 
was subjected to in defending and ex ­ 
plaining 
his beliefs 
brought 
on 
a 
nervous condition that his 
77 years 
could not survive. 
A few minutes before the end he 
lapsed into sem i-consciousness. 
W ife and Sister At Bedside 
“Oh, doctor, I am very sick,” were 
his last words, uttered to his phy­ 
sician, Dr. Joseph H. Shaw7. 
G astrointestinal complications and 
violent hiccoughing had weakened Mr. 
Burbank. 
All hojie for him was given 
up Saturday night after a two-week 
struggle by physicians to prolong his 
life. 
At the bedside were his w ife 
and his sister, Mrs. Emma Beeson, of 
Healdsburg. 
Mr. Burbank alw ays declared that 
his object in increasing the yield of 
plants was to better the condition of 
his fellow' men and he died believing 
“we must look for survival only in the 
spirit of the good w e have done iii 
pnssiwr through life.”

“If it has been a good life it has 
been sufficient,” he held. “There is no 
need for another. 
Once here and gone 
the human life has served it.; purpose.

W’izard.” 
Early in life Burbank evinced a 
great love for grow ing thing:;, select­ 
ing plants rather than animals as his 
pets. 
His first notable success was 
achieved at the age of 22, when he 
happened to find a seed ball of the 
Early Rose potato, which rarely bears 
seed. 
From this he 
developed 
the 
world-famous Burbank potato that has 
spread to every portion of the globe 
and which is said to exert a greater 
influence upon the food .supply of hu­ 
m anity than any other single food 
plant. 
Worked As Farm Laborer 
Soon after breeding 
this 
potato, 
which brought him neither fame nor 
money at the tim e, Burbank moved to 
California, where he obtained em ploy­ 
ment as a farm hand. 
He continued 
as a laborer until able to acquire a 
small farm in the town of Santa Rosa, 
some fifty miles north of San Fran­ 
cisco. 
With this sm all beginning he 
undertook the series of experiments 
which long had been uppermost in his 
mind. 
Thereafter his work was con­ 
tinuous and tireless, occupying nearly 
fourteen hours a day on the average. 
Burbank was 
born at Lancaster, 
Muss., March 7, 1841). son of Samuel 
W. and Olive (R oss), of English and 
Scotch ancestry. 
He was the thir- 
eenth of fifteen children born on his 
father’s 200-acre farm. 
He attended 
the Lancaster Academy, from which 
he was an honor graduate.

The health talk of 
the 
Pennsyl­ 
vania departm ent of health 
is 
pre­ 
pared this week by H. F. Bronson, $pc- 
tlon of housing, bureau of engineer­ 
ing. 
Mr. Bronson says:- 
"The living room is by no means 
the most im portant one in the house. 
Many people, however, think that it is. 
On the contrary, it is tho cellar. 
It 
is there th a t the health factor in your 
family is to some extent going to be 
determined. 
! 
“ Not a few years ago many of the 
j cellars in th e cities were unwholesome. 
f They w’ere dark, they were damp, they 
I were musty. 
Not few of them lack- 
i is! drainage facilities and habitually 
j entertained pools of water. 
More- 
J over, 
certain 
pests carrying disease 
and death in their train were frequent­ 
ly present. 
R ats mice, roaches and 
beetles occupied 
the 
ground 
floor, 
while you occupied the first floor, ami 
being of an inquisitive and nomadic 
nature, they frequently entertained 
themselves 
prowling 
around 
your 
kitchen and your dining room. 
"A dam p cellar is a health hazard. 


1 Rodents ca rry 
bubonic 
plague 
and 
mice can carry typhus fever. 
There 
are some authorities who are convinc­ 
ed that they also are the purveyors of 
measles and chicken pox. 
"W’hile 
modem 
construction 
in 
urban districts 
calls 
for a 
cement 
floor ami a furnace, there are literally 
thousands of homes in cities where the 
old-fashioned disease spreading cellar 
yet remains. 
And 
as for the rural 
sections, the modern cellar is even yet 
the exception. 
"Morover, the food supply, especial­ 
ly of the farm er, is located in the cel­ 
lar. 
It also furnishes nutrim ent to 
the rate and mice. 
Much food in the 
fa rm e r’s cellar finds its way into the 
city markets. 
It 
therefore follows 
th a t the cities 
and 
the country m e n I 
alike should have a definite interest 
in seeing that all cellars are as sani­ 
tary as it is possible to make them. 
"The State D epartm ent of Health 
suggests that the model cellar should 1 
have cement w’alls and cement floor# 
as well as a strip of wire mesh sunk ; 
in the cement around each corner. The J 
doors leading into the cellar should 
b“ made with carefully levelled cement 
or iron sills and properly protected j 
with a strip of iron around the bot- j 
tom ; this for the purpose of elim inat­ 
ing any space through w’hich either a 
mouse or rat could gain access. 
"Such 
construction 
automatically 
eliminates the rodents and is w a te r-! 
proof when properly drained and con­ 
sequently dry. 
But do not forget that I 
even the proper type of cellar needs 
seasonal cleaning. 
"Buy expensive over-stuffed furni - 1 
ture, if 
you 
will; 
amuse 
yourself I 
nightly with the radio and victrola, if 
you can afford it. 
In other words, en­ 
joy all the high standards of living 
which your purse entitles you to, but 
don’t forget that if you have not a1-, 
ready done so, w hether you be an u r - ; 
ban or rural dw’cller, the best invest4 1 
ment from a house standpoint which 
you can make is 
to see that 
your 
cellar is on a plane with the rest of 
your house. 
Disease and even death 
may thus be avoided. 
Don’t forget j 
the cellar!"
